SPECIAL PROPOSITION 


(Proposal to Grant a Bus Franchise 
Ordinance) 


he whole number of votes cast for the 
position, “Shall a franchise be granted 


to Inter City Coach Lines Company, a 
Michigan Corporation, to own and operate 
a city bus transportation system for hire 
within, through and from place to place 
about the City of Lansing, for a period of 
fifteen years, subject to the conditions of 
the City Charter, and of the franchise ordi- 
nance provisionally adopted by the City 
Council of the City of Lansing on Feb-

The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, ‘Shall the City Council be 
authorized to seil property described as 
‘Beginning at a point on the North and 
South quarter line 200 feet north of the 
south quarter post of Section 5, T4N, R2W, 
thence north along said quarter line 438.5 
feet, thence east parallel with the south 
line of Section 5, 282 feet, thence south 
226 feet, thence south 65% degrees east 
to a point 200 feet north of the south line 
of Section 5, thence west on a line parallel 
with the South Section line of Section 5 
to the point of beginning?’”’” was 3773, 
of which 2818 votes were cast in favor of 
the sale of the described property, and 955 
votes were cast against the sale of the 
described property.

PROPOSITION NO. 4 
Charter Amendment 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, “Shall Chapter 4 of the Char- 
ter of the City of Lansing dealing with 
the Powers and Duties of the City Council, 
be amended by adding thereto a new sec- 
tion to stand and be known as Section 84-a, 
which said section shall read as follows: 


“Section 84-a. The City Council shall 
have power to dispose of any real estate 
owned by the city and not used for public 
purposes as occasion may require, provided, 
that said real estate shall not have an 
assessed valuation of more than Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), and provided, 
such action is approved by a two-thirds 
vote of the aldermen elect, and provided 
further, that any resolution for the sale 
of any real estate as above set forth shail 
be complete in the form in which it is 
finally passed and remain on file with the 
City Clerk, for public inspection at least 
thirty days before the final passage or 


adoption thereof,” was 3861, of which 2532 


votes were cast in favor of the Charter 
amendment, and 1329 votes were cast 
against the Charter amendment. 
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Whereas, the larger number of votes 
cast were in favor of the Charter amend- 
ment, by Ald. Bassett, the Charter Amend- 
ment was declared adopted.
